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Power for Service

The last words that Jesus spoke to 
His disciples just before leaving for 
Bethany were, “Behold, I send the 
promise of my Father upon you: but 
tarry ye in the city of Jerusalem, un- 
til ye be endued with power from on 
high.” St. Luke 24:49. 

You wiil observe in the life of 
Christ, that from His birth until He 
was thirty years old He never 
preached a sermon. Why? The an- 

wer is, the Spirit of the Lord that 
jas promised Him in the Scriptures 
was not yet upon Him. 

From the birth of Christ until He 
was thirty years old He wrought no 
miracles. What was He doing? He was 
waiting for the promise of the Father. 
He was waiting for the power to rest 
upon Him. Let us behold the method 
by which He laid hold of and appro- 
priated to Himself the prcmises in 
the gospel of Luke, the third chapter. 
He tells us of this great event. “Now 
when all the people were baptized, it 
came to pass, that Jesus also being 
baptized and praying, the heaven was 
opened. And the Holy Ghost descended 
in a bodily shape like a dove upon 
him, and a voice came from heaven, 
which said, Thou art my beloved Son; 
in thee I am well pleased.” 

It is now He is endowed with pow- 
er for service. He can do the work of 
the Messiah, and if you will notice 
that from this time on in the life of 
Christ a change takes place. Wher- 
ever He goes He finds someone to 
minister to—His congregation rang- 
ing in number from one to multitudes. 
His ministry is a success; the sick 
are healed, the lame are made to walk, 
the dead are raised, and the poor have 
the gospel preached to them. He never 
did want for a congregation to preach 
to. People followed Him from coast to 
coast, from place to place, and at 
times the people crowded around Him 
so much until He hardly had space 
to stand. 

Just as certain as it was appointed 
unto Him as the Messiah to receive the 
Spirit to enable Him to do the work 
which was given Him to do, just so 
certain was its requisite that the be- 
lievers should be so endued before He 
could do the work which was given 
Him to do. 


His apostles were believers and 
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many of them were called for service 
and were so instructed, yet He said 
to them, “Tarry here in Jerusalem 
until you are endued with power from 
on high. You cannot do the work that 
I have for you to do. You will fail.” 
You will notice in the life and min- 
istry of Christ after He received the 
anointing for service, that His min- 
istry was a success and that He 
triumphed over all of His foes, even 





death, hell and the grave. 

If our ministry is not in demand, 
and we are not making a success in 
our field of labor for the Master, then 
we need to tarry for the enduement 
of power for service. If we are not 
careful, we are too apt to complain 
and try to excuse ourselves because we 
are not given a chance or because 
of the severe trials and the oppo- 
sitions that we have to face. Our 
Master, who is our example, met with 
much opposition, went through some 
of the most severe temptations, but 
that divine impulse that He received 
through the mighty anointing of the 
Holy Ghost gave Him a determination 
to press the battle until all of His 
enemies were completely defeated. 

A person who has the anointing to 
preach the gospel will not spend his 
time in studying and planning how 
he can sell himself to the people, but 


his aim and purpose will be to lift 
up Jesus to a dying and lost world. 

Jesus said, “And I, if I be lifted up 
from the earth will draw all men 
unto me.” The reason sometimes 
that our congregations are so small 
may be because we do not spend 
enough time on our knees. We have 
failed to proclaim the full gospel of 
Christ. 

When He was manifested among 
men, there was something about Him 
and His message that attracted the 
people by the thousands. And there 
is something today about Him and 
His message, when it is presented 
to the people under the mighty in- 
fluence of the Holy Ghost, that still 
claims the attention of the people. 

The servant of God who has re- 
ceived the anointing for service is 
never without a job. There is a de- 
mand for pastors who are God fearing 
and who always put God before them, 
and who are not ashamed to preach 
the full gospel of Jesus Christ without 
fear or favor. 

The world is disgusted with just 
mere form, ceremonial religion, dry 
and powerless sermons. Powerless reli- 
gion has failed, hence we have 
many empty churches and low average 
in Sunday School and Y.P.E. 

The same thing that made the min- 
istry of the church in the apostolic 
age a success will also make our min- 
istry a success today. The apostle Paul 
said in 1 Corinthians 2:1, “For my 
part, brethren, when I came to you, 
it was not with superiority of speech 
or wisdom that I came, announcing 
to you the testimony of God. For I 
determined not to know anything 
when among you, except Jesus Christ, 
and a crucified Jesus Christ. It was 
in weakness and fear and great tre- 
pidation that I was among you. And 
my language and my preaching were 
not armed with persuasive words of 
wisdom, but with the convincing 
power of the Spirit, so that your trust 
might rest not on the wisdom of man, 
but on the power of God.” 

A minister in possession of these 
qualities will never be without a place 
to preach—either as pastor or evan- 
gelist. 

In studying the need of the power 
for service, we would also like to con- 
sider the price of power. There is a 
law of exchange that rules in every 
sphere of human activity. The man 
who succeeds in this life must pay the 
price. God has decreed that if we 
would get we must give. This law holds

C. O. Prison Figures 

Convictions of “conscientious ob- 
jectors” and dispositions of such 
cases, according to The Reporter, 
were as follows: 

“About one-third of the 6,116 per- 
sons convicted up to June 30, 1943, of 
violations of the Selective Service Act 
have been conscientious objectors, it 
was recently announced by the De- 
partment of Justice. 

“Exact figure was 2,071 listed as 
C. O.’s ‘under the widest interpreta- 
tion of the phrase.’ Of these, the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Prisons stated that 
1,630 were still in prison on that date, 
including 964 Jehovah’s Witnesses and 
130 Moslems and Puerto Rican Nation- 
alists. An additional 1,000 Selective 
Service violators then in prison were 
classed as ‘evaders.’ 

“In discussing the total list of con- 
victions since the beginning of the 
Selective Service Act, the Department 
of Justice called 167 of the 2,071 es- 
sentially philosophic or political ob- 
jectors, leaving 1,904 in the religious 
classification. These were broken 
down by denomination as follows:

Reported Christians to- 
tal 588,000,000 while all other groups,

43,000,000; Shintoists, 24,000,000; and 
Zoroastrians, 100,000, total 911,100,000. 
About 40 per cent of religious profes- 
sions are of Christian faith as against 
60 per cent of religious professions 
otherwise.

Traffic Accidents 

Robert E. Raleigh, acting director of 
safety division of International Asso- 
ciation of Chiefs of Police, presented 
the 50th annual conference of the or- 
ganization with the following facts 
relative to traffic accidents: 

“There have been 40,000 persons, 
22,500 of them war workers, killed in 
traffic accidents since Pearl Harbor,” 
said Raleigh. “The number of U. S. 
war dead in the same period totals 
about 16,000. 

“In addition to the 40,000 killed, 
1,400,000 have been injured, 100,000 of 
them permanently.” 

Raleigh said traffic accident pre- 
vention is growing more difficult 
daily, with heavy personnel losses in 
trained men who have been drafted 
or gone to better paying jobs in war 
work. 

“Despite gasoline rationing and 
other conservation measures, traffic 
accident and congestion problems 
have become worse instead of better 
in many areas.”

Churchill and Scotch 

The greatest so-called statesman of 
all time, the very illustrous Winston 
Churchill, Prime Minister of Great 
Britain, according to National Prohi- 
bition, is reported to have told United 
States and Canadian officials that 
Scotch whiskey reserves in Scotland 
“have been drained to a dangerously 
low level.” He urged that Canadian 
distillers resume production of whis- 
key. A man with the common sense of 
the Prime Minister would not be ex- 
pected to ask for or favor production 


‘ of liquor; such men as he know full 


well the destructive force of liquor 
and its distorting effects upon those 


who use it. It is shameful when such 
a high official throws his weight on 
the side of wrongdoing and sinful 
practices.

Bible in North Carolina Schools 

DURHAM, N. C. (RNS)—Approxi- 
mately 25,000 children in North Caro- 
lina are receiving daily Bible instruc- 
tion in the public schools, as com- 
pared with only 815 students receiving 
such instruction in 1937 when the 
North Carolina Council of Churches 
was organized. 

The courses are offered in more 
than 100 communities, mainly in the 
high schools, although the program 
has been extended to the grammar 
schools in some instances.

Nazis Make Bullets From Church 
Bells 

LONDON — Germany’s occupation 
forces, desperate for metal to run the 
Nazi war machine, now are taking 
Belgium’s church bells. 

The massive Fifteenth Century bells 
of the Church of St. Michael at Ghent, 
capital of East Flanders, were taken 
after a priest barred the doors and 
ordered the bells rung as the German 
forces battered at the portals. The 
bells tolled their own dirge with each 
stroke of the battering ram, for the 
Germans finally entered, arrested the 
priest and began to remove the bells. 

Underground informants in Belgium 
managed to get to their friends here 
the story of how children gathered 
about the church at Termonde, in 
Flanders, to sing an old Flemish song 
forecasting doom to those who touched 
the bells. 

The song did not halt the workmen 
stripping the tower, however. 

In Liege and in Brussels the story 
was similar. The German police force 
surrounded the ancient Gothic Church 
of St. Gudule in Brussels, guarding 
the square as workmen toiled to re- 
move the metal. 

It was learned the metal was sent 
to the Cockerill works at Hoboken, 
near Antwerp, for melting and cast- 
ing, but that the officials of the fac- 
tory refused to touch it. The Germans 
were forced to take the bells to Ger- 
many to work into ammunition and 
other war tools.

I have a burning desire to be a bless- 
ing to others but I am a shut-in and 
it seems there is so little I can do. I 
am endeavoring to write a few 
sketches for the glory of God only.) 


Surely these are days of sorrow as 
were spoken of in Matt. 24:7, “For na- 
tion shall rise against nation, and 
kingdom against kingdom: and there 
shall be famines, and pestilences, and 
earthquakes, in divers places.” Yes, 
surely we have never known a time 
when there were so many heartaches 
and sorrow, so many requesting 
prayer for sick bodies, for lost loved 
ones, for broken homes, and oh, the 
mothers’ hearts that are almost bleed- 
ing over their sons who are going 
away to war. We who are Christians 
often find ourselves saying within 
our hearts, if not audibly, “Lord, what 
can we do?” Then we hear Him an- 
swer, “Pray and have faith in God.” 
That is the only way we can have 
courage to keep pressing on in these 
days of trials. These days are really 
days of trials and testings, but God 
wants gold tried in the fire. 


Shut-in friends and sufferers, if you 
are wondering why you are being 
tried so severely, just remember He 
tries us, proves us and establishes us 
in order that He might speak to us 
and that we might hear. He often 
has to lay us on sickbeds. 


Please allow me to tell an experience 
of mine. For six years I have been en- 
closed by four walls. At one time 
during my sickness my husband was 
out of work. After weeks of trying it 
looked like he would not be able to 
secure a position. I grew _ steadily 
worse. The doctors had said I was 
gradually dying. It was nearing 
Christmas and our only son was ask- 
ing, “Mother, what will I get for 
Christmas?” We were out of clothes, 
scarcely had a bite to eat in the house, 
and not one penny did we have. Well, 
I had been taught from early child- 
hood that there was a God and He 
would answer prayer but never had 
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it dawned upon me that I would come 
to such critical hours when all other 
help had failed. At that time I did not 
know that I could trust Jesus for 
everything. With broken hearts and 
pride crushed, we began to pray. My 
husband decided he would ask a band 
of praying people to come pray with 
us, which they gladly did. Well, that 
dark, dingy bedroom became heav- 
enly bright. My heart began to sing 
with joy. I knew God had come on the 
scene, although I was amazed when 
a stranger knocked on the door and 
upon entering my room, said, “Mrs. 
Hendon, I have heard of you and have 
come to help you.” He laid three dol- 
lars down on my bed and walked out 
of the room without my having time 
to ask one question. I say I was 
amazed because truly we get such 


miraculous answers to our prayers 
until we are astonished at the great 
power of God and the way He demon- 
strates it sometimes. Well, it wasn’t 
but a few days until neighbors 
brought groceries enough to last until 
my husband found work. Yes, my 
health began to improve. However, I 
was not raised up completely from 
this sickbed, I praise His name, He 
gave me great relief. 


Now some may say, “Oh, but if 
you had faith you would be healed.” 
Well, I know not why some remain 
invalids while others are healed in- 
stantly, but this one thing I know— 
God has all power. Yes, all things are 
possible with Him and I am happy be- 
cause He said all things work together 
for good to them that love Him. 
So, dear reader, have faith in Him, 
trust Him; He is all in all. He is com- 
ing again, and oh, what a glorious 
day! So “fret not thyself; know you 
not that your labor is not in vain.”—

The following appeal has been 
sent out by the women of Poland to 
the University women of England. 
It came through underground chan- 
nels from heroic souls fighting desper- 
ately against the Nazis. Here it is: 

We, the women of Poland, appeal 
through you to the entire civilized 
world. We appeal to you, British wom- 
en, to voice our call for vengeance 
and for help, to stir the conscience 
of the world. We hope that your hearts 
will respond, with more compassion 
than governments and _ diplomatic 
corps, for the millions of suffering 
Polish mothers and wives. 

Thousands of us have our husbands 
and sons in concentration camps and 
prisons. We were left resourceless, 
with the task of finding means to sup- 
port our families. Thousands of us 
have been driven from our homes 
through mass deportations and mili- 
tary action. For more than three years 
now we have borne the merciless 
burden of this terrible war and oc- 
cupation. 

Civilized World Cannot Permit It 

We try to endure our fate with cou- 
rage, to silently resist the hangmen, 
but we are at the end of our strength, 
for the brutality of the invader strikes

at our deepest feelings. We ask you 
to broadcast our appeal, to make our 
martyrdom known to the world. 


The barbarism of the enemy does 
not stop at tearing babies away from 
mothers, at raping and murdering 
mothers of infants. In many Polish 
cities men and women are seized in 
the streets and in their homes, torn 
from their families, and sent wherever 
the Germans feel they can be used 
best. 

Without questions, without regard 
for elementary human emotions, the 
women, including mothers and preg- 
nant women, are sent away in sealed 
freight cars to camps of an unknown 
nature. Several thousand women 
have already been sent to these camps 
from the city of Warsaw alone. 


Do What You Can To Stop It 


Such brutality cannot be tolerated 
by the world. You must do all in your 
power to put an end to it. 

Will the moral and physical agony 
of these women leave you unmoved? 

Will the outcry of these women, the 
sisters, wives, and mothers of the very 
soldiers who fight side by side with 
your men, fail to stir your deepest 
sympathy and indignation?

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Abiding Crue to God Under Ul Circumstances 


Rom 8:35, “Who shall separate us 
from the love of Christ? shall tribula- 
tion, or distress, or persecution, or 
famine, or nakedness, or peril, or 
sword?” 


In reading this text you will readily 
see that it is in the form of a ques- 
tion. The apostle here enumerates the 
many things that happen in the jour- 
ney of this life. It is true we are all 
journeying toward that great Beyond. 
Men of every walk of life—the high 
and the low, the rich and the poor, 
the cultured and the uncultured. The 
time and the chance happeneth to 
them all. Eccl. 9:11. Then if we have 
made Christ our choice in this life and 
race, who is it that can separate us 
from the love of Christ? Shall tribula- 
tion? Christ, speaking in Matt. 13:20, 
21, the parable of the sower, “But he 
that received the seed into stony 
places, the same is he that heareth 
the word, and anon with joy receiveth 
it; Yet hath he not root in himself, 
but dureth a while: for when tribula- 
tion or persecution ariseth because of 
the word, by and by he is offended.” 
I believe that Paul in the text of this 
message was speaking of the hundred- 
fold Christian. Christ told His disci- 
ples in John 16:33, “In the world ye 
shall have tribulation: but be of good 
cheer; I have overcome the world.” 
Paul in Acts 14:22 exhorts the breth- 
ren, that we must through much 
tribulation enter into the kingdom of 
God. Then if tribulation must come, 
what shall we do? Rom. 12:12, “Re- 
joicing in hope; patient in tribula- 
tion.” In Rom. 5:3 Paul said, “We 
glory in tribulations”; again in 2 Cor. 
7:4, “I am exceeding joyful in all our 
tribulation.” 


Who shall separate us from the love 
of Christ? Shall distress? No doubt 
Paul knew what it was to be oppressed 
or distressed, in a state of suffering. 
1 Cor. 4:11, “Even unto this present 
hour we both hunger, and thirst, and 
are naked, and are buffeted, and 
have no certain dwellingplace.” Again 
in Rev. 7:16,17, “They shall hunger 
no more, neither thirst any more; 
neither shall the sun light on them, 
nor any heat. For the Lamb which is 
in the midst of the throne shall feed 
them, and shall lead them unto living 
fountains of waters: and God shall 
wipe away all tears from their eyes.”

This scripture is speaking of the 
tribulation saints; however, since this 
great conflict of war and trouble that 
has come on this world, there has 
been praying and many tears and 
some nations have gone hungry and 
without sufficient clothing, many 
have contracted diseases and are dy- 
ing. What will this world do if we do 
not turn to God? Shall the Christians 
stop praying? God forbid. In Psalms 
56:8,9, “Put thou my tears into thy 
bottle: are they not in thy book? 
When I cry unto thee, then shall mine 
enemies turn back: this I know; for 
God is for me.” Dewitt Talmadge, in 
his book “Live Coals,” tells us of cus- 
toms long ago vanished from this 
earth. Within the past century trav- 
elers have explored the ruins of an- 
cient cities, and from the very heart 
of buried splendor they have brought 
up evidence of customs of long ago. 
From some of these tombs they have 
brought up lachrymals, which are 
vials made of earthenware. The tears 
wept over the dead were caught and 
kept in these vials, or bottles, and 
then the bottles were placed in the 
tomb of the dead. The tears that 
were brought in these bottles have 
all dried up and are gone, but not so 
in the bottle in which God gathers 
all our tears. Tears are a mighty army, 
without munitions or mechanization. 
This man of God, Paul, was distressed 
and perplexed, not knowing just what 
to do or just which way to look, but 
when he cried unto God his enemies 
turned back. 


Who shall separate us from the love 
of Christ? Shall persecution? 2 Cor. 
12:10, “Therefore I take pleasure in 
infirmities, in reproaches, in necessi- 
ties, in persecutions, in distresses for 
Christ’s sake: for when I am weak, 
then am I strong.” 2 Tim. 3:12, “Yea, 
and all that will live godly in Christ 
Jesus shall suffer persecution.” 

Who shall separate us from the love 
of Christ? Shall famine? We do not 
know much about famine. God has 
blessed our nation with plenty. Yet 
people have gone on in pleasure, seek- 
ing their own. Lovers of pleasure 
more than lovers of God. I am made 
to wonder if the preachers of this 


day would be willing to do, if neces- 
sary, as some of the pioneer preach- 
ers have done. No doubt, we have 
many young people who are just as 
willing as those who have gone before. 
We bid them Godspeed. If famine 
should come, I believe God would take 
care of His own. He fed Elijah by the 
brook. 1 Kings 17:4; Phil. 4:19, “But 
my God shall supply all your need 
according to his riches in glory by 
Christ Jesus.”

Churches in Haiti To Be Opened 


ELIE LESCOT, PRESIDENT OF HAITI, PROMISES TO GRANT 
REOPENING OF THE CHURCH OF GOD IN HAITI 


Has Invited Representatives To Meet Him and His Government 
in Port-Au-Prince 


Upon learning that His Excellency 
Elie Lescot, President of the Haitian 
Republic, was visiting the United 
States and Canada and was to be in 
Washington October 14-18, representa- 
tives of the Church of God (including 
Rev. M. P. Cross, the Executive Mis- 
sions Secretary; Rev. E. C. Clark, 
chairman of the Mission Board; and 
the writer) immediately bezan to seek 
an interview with him. 

Senators Kenneth McKellar and 
Tom Stewart, of Tennessee; Olin D. 
Johnston, Governor of South Carolina; 
and Estes Kefauver, Congressman 
of Tennessee, kindly assisted us in 
contacting the Department of State 
for aid in arranging an interview 
with President Lescot; and on Monday 
morning, October 18, at 9:30, the rep- 
resentatives of the Church of God, ac- 
companied by Congressman Estes Ke- 
fauver and Congressman Joseph R. 
Bryson, of South Carolina, were 
graciously received by the Ambassador 
of Haiti, His Excellency Andre Liau- 
taud, who assured us that President 
Lescot would grant the reopening of 
the churches and invited a delegation 
to meet him in Port-au-Prince in the 
near future, preferably near the last 
of November. 

We know that you will rejoice with 
us and will be praying that nothing 
will prevent the longed-for reopening 
of our churches in Haiti. And you will 
not rejoice alone, but there will be 
great joy among the 15,000 people who 
were gloriously saved during the 
great revival that swept Haiti prior 
to the closing of the churches two 
years ago, which we have learned re- 
cently was due largely to a misunder- 
standing on the part of His Excel- 
lency’s Government. 

Your prayers in the past for the 
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THOUSANDS WILL REJOICE 


work in Haiti have been greatly ap- 
preciated; and, no doubt, you would 
be rewarded and blessed if you could 
only see the precious people of Haiti 
as they meet together again to wor- 
ship once more in their own churches.

God Still Answers Prayer 

Recently I received a letter from 
Brother John P. Kluzit, who was still 
in New Jersey making preparations to 
return to Haiti and the Dominican 
Republic. Sister Kluzit and the chil- 
dren had gone ahead to Miami, Flori- 
da, and had learned that His Excel- 
lency Elie Lescot, President of the Re- 
public of Haiti, was coming through 
Miami en route to Canada and back 
to Washington, D. C. Upon receipt of 
this information, Brother Kluzit had 
rushed the word on to me, knowing 
that we had been anxious to contact 
the Haitian Government again re- 
garding our churches. 

I immediately contacted our Gener- 
al Overseer, who was at that time in 


Missouri and fixing to leave for Kan-- 


sas for a ministers’ meeting, and after 
a conversation with him, immediately 
began to try to arrange for a con- 
ference with President Lescot while 
he was in Washington. 

Through the aid of senators, con- 
gressmen, governor, and friends of 
the Church of God connected with 
the Department of State, we soon had 
the promise of a conference, and on 
Monday morning, October 18, His Ex- 
cellency Andre Liautaud, Ambassador 
of Haiti, informed us that the Presi- 
dent had agreed for our churches to 
be reopened. 

I am sure you will all rejoice to 
have this news and will truly be 





thankful to God. While thanking the 
Lord for His goodness and His gra- 
cious help in this matter, we should 
not forget some of those through 
whom the Lord worked, among whom 
are: Honorable Tom Stewart and 
Honorable Kenneth McKellar, sena- 
tors of Tennessee; Congressman Estes 
Kefauver, of Tennessee; Congressman 
Joseph Bryson, of South Carolina, and 
Honorable Olin D. Johnston, Gover- 
nor of South Carolina. 

Representatives from the Church 
of God are to be in Port-au-Prince, 
Haiti, on or about November 24 for 
further conference with the Haitian 
Government in arranging the final 
details for this opening. Please do not 
forget to pray that God may direct in 
this matter. 

It will probably change the feeling 
of some people to know that it was 
a matter of mistaken identity that 
caused the President to issue the 
order closing our churches, and not 
through any ill will towards the 
Church of God or because of the ac- 
tion of any of those connected with 
it—M. P. Cross, Mission Secretary. 


Mission Work in Haiti Resumed 


Continued efforts have been made 
since the closing of our mission work 
in Haiti, now over two years ago, to 
obtain permission to again open the 
work. Through the office of Secre- 
tary of State Cordell Hull, and the 
assistance of various senators, con- 
gressmen, governors, and other in- 
fluential personalities, representation 
was made to the Haitian Government 
for favorable consideration of our 
petition. Last week, however, while 
President Lescot was visiting in 
Washington, D. C., J. H. Walker, Gen. 
Overseer; M. P. Cross, Executive Mis- 
sions Secretary, and E. C. Clark, Chair- 
man of the Mission Board, accom- 
pained by Congressman Kefauver, of 
Tennessee, and Joseph Bryson, of 
South Carolina, counselled with the 
Ambassador of Haitian affairs in 
Washington, who advised us that the 
President of his Government had con-

Tonight we have a great subject, 
“The Great White Throne Judgment” 
and its realities—realities of the great 
white throne judgment. 

I heard that great man that used 
to sing for Billy Sunday. He said, “I 
dreamed that the judgment morning 
had dawned and the trumpet had 
blown, and nations had gathered from 
the ends of the earth. There came a 
bright and shining angel and an- 
nounced that time was no longer to 
be. Oh, what a weeping and wailing as 
they cried for the rocks and the moun- 
tains to fall upon them. They cried 
and prayed, but their prayer was too 
late. The rich man stood in the 
judgment, but his money had melted 
away. The pauper came, but his debts 
were too heavy to pay. The gambler 
was there. What a weeping and wail- 
ing arose from the lost, but their 
prayer was too late.” 

Eccl. 12:13, 14, “Let us hear the con- 
clusion of the whole matter: Fear God, 
and keep his commandments: for this 
is the whole duty of man. For Goi 
shall bring every work into judgment, 
with every secret thing, whether it be 
good, or whether it be evil.” 

1 Timothy 5:24,25, “Some men’s 
sins are open beforehand, going be- 
fore to judgment; and some men they 
follow after. Likewise also the good 
works of some are manifest before- 
hand; and they that are otherwise 
cannot be hid.” Hear these wonderful 
statements in this wonderful book. 
Phil. 2:9-11, “Wherefore God also 
hath highly exalted him, and given 
him a name which is above every 
name: That at the name of Jesus every 
knee should bow, of things in heaven, 
and things in earth, and things under 
the earth; and that every tongue 
should confess that Jesus Christ is 
Lord, to the glory of God the Father.” 

I want you to notice 2 Cor. 5:10, 
“For we must all appear before the 
judgment seat of Christ; that every 
one may receive the things done in 
body. according to that he hath done, 
whether it be good or bad.” And the 
words of the great John on the 
Isle of Patmos, Rev. 20:11, “And 
I saw a great white throne, and 
him that sat on it, from whose face 
the earth and the heaven fled away; 
and there was found no place for 
them. And I saw the dead, small and’ 
great, stand before God; and the books 
were opened; and another book was 
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opened, which is the book of life: and 
the dead were judged out of those 
things which were written in the 
books, according to their works. Ani 
the sea gave up the dead which were 
in it; and death and hell delivered up 
the dead which were in them: and 
they were judged every man accord- 
ing to their works. And death and hell 





were cast into the lake of fire. This is 
the second death. And whosoever was 
not found written in the book of life 
was cast into the lake of fire.” 

Now to get your attention, I want 
you to imagine a line of people standi- 
ing up here in front of this altar, from 
one end of it to the other, and we will 
refer to them as the sinners in the 
day of judgment. The day of judg- 
ment is referred to as a twelve-hour 
day. If God can make a world in six 
days, He can judge them in one day. 
Remember that this is the last judg- 
ment, where the sinners will be judged. 
It will be after the millennial reign. 
Purpose, to determine what punish- 
ment the sinner will deserve. 

(Beginning at the left side of the 
altar, Brother Hicks explained each 
type of sinner as he came to him in 
the line.) 

Here we will place the common sin- 
ner. God will turn the -vhite light on 
him. The sinner will confess that he 


has nothing. The Lord Jesus will be 
standing there as the prosecuting at- 
torney. The books will be opened to 
the common sinner’s page. The sin- 
ner down on his knees will have to 
go for the first time. He will confess 
that Jesus Christ is Lord to the glory 
of God the Father. Then down to the 
lake of fire he will go, and there won’t 
be any elevator to take him down, 
either. 

Next comes the moral man, thaw 

man who says that he is as good as 
the church member already. The mor- 
al man is the man that says he is all 
right ... stays home from church. He 
has never been born again. When the 
great white light of God’s judgment 
is turned on him, the moral man will 
be unregenerated, he has never been 
converted. His page will be as black as 
the page of the common old sinner. 
God will ask him what he has. “Well, 
I am a pretty good fellow.” God will 
tell him that all his righteousness is 
as filthy rags. God will give him his 
last command. Down on his knees he 
will confess what he should have 
when he was a little child. And to the 
lake of fire he will go. 


Next is the poor man. The angel 
opens the book and says, “What do 
you have?” He says, “Now, Lord, I am 
a poor man. I didn’t have money 
enough to buy a Bible. In fact, I 
couldn’t go to church without paying 
my dues.” But when the angel opens 
the book, that true record shows that 
he could have had money and couli 
have done better. If he hadn’t been so 
wicked, He would have had money to 
buy a Bible and pay his tithes. God’s 
record is being kept. The poorest oli 
Lazarus in town can come to church 
and shout the victory in the Church 
of God. 

Right beside the poor man we will 
put the ignorant man. God says, 
“What do you have?” “Now, Lord, I 
couldn’t read or write. I didn’t know 
what was right. I didn’t know how 
to read the Bible or what church to go 
to.” But the record shows that his 
ignorance was willful. A man with one 
eye and half sense can serve God. If 
aman has sense enough to stay out 
of the asylum, he can serve God. A 
man that could read his name only in 
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box-car letters can get the Holy Ghost. 
They are going to teach the old ig- 
norant man a lesson that he ought to 
have learned a long time ago. He will 
get on his knees and quote a scripture, 
that Jesus is the Son of God, just ke- 
fore they cast him in the lake of fire. 


Next is the drunkard. I can see him, 
a big fellow with red nose, fat jowls, 
and a big, fat belly. I guess he is so- 


bered up now. The books are opened. - 


he record of the drunkard is as black 

s the underworld. He is feeling for 
his liquor—thinks he will offer God 
a dram. No doubt that Christian wife 
of his will be there to testify against 
him, and those little children that 
had to go hungry and ragged while he 
spent his money for drink. They will 
have him on trial. There he stands in 
the judgment. The men that sold him 
the drink will be there by his side, and 
the ones that sold the license, and the 
church members that voted for liquor. 
Down on his fat knees he will go. But 
it is too late now; into the lake of fire 
he will go. I am preaching Bible to- 
night. 


Right beside the drunkard will be 
the liar. The man that tells lies, swears 
lies, acts lies, church-member liars, 
and nonchurch-member liars. You 
don’t have to open your mouth to tell 
2 lie. Everybody hates a liar and a 
hypocrite. I think the devil does. God 
will say, “What do you have?” I guess 
he will have the audacity to tell Goi 
some lie. “Lord, you know those holi- 
ness preachers have too many wives.” 
Once in a while a holiness preacher 
backslides and does wrong, but God 
is going to see that that fellow tells 
the truth for one time. Down on his 
knees will the old liar go and confess 
that Jesus is the Lord. His damnat’on 
is just. Rev. 21:8, “All liars shall have 
their part in the lake which burneth 
with fire and brimstone.” 

Right beside the liar will be the 


age the criminals, the gang- 


ers. Innocent blood will be dripping 
from their fingers. I heard of a man 


who said he had a private graveyard . 


where he killed and buried people, and 
that no one knew about it but him. 
The graves of those murdered people 
may not be known to any one else on 
this earth, but in the morning of the 
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judgment the location of those graves 
will be found. Every little infant that 
has been murdered, before birth or 
after, it doesn’t matter, on the morn- 
ing of the judgment those little mur- 
dered children and all the people who 
have been murdered, every one will be 
located. And every one of those people 
will testify against them that shed 
the innocent blood. The old murderer 
guilty of the innocent blood will go on 
his knees; every woman who is guilty 
of the blood of her own child will con- 
fess that Jesus Christ is Lord. They 
will go to the lake of fire. 


Next is the great man, like scientists, 
inventors, congressmen, senators, etc. 
God will come to him and say, 
“What do you have?” He will address 
God in high terms, but when the 
record is searched there will be 
nothing for him. Six feet of earth 
makes them all alike. On the 
morning of the judgment there is only 
one thing that will make a man great, 
and that is to serve God while here, 
then He will own us and confess us, 
and then we can be great. The great 
man gets on his knees. There will be 
no luxuries nor hotel suites for him 
to live in in hell. 


Next is the proud woman. Flapper 
Fannie! God will say, “What do you 
have?” I guess she thinks they ought 
to offer her a seat. She hasn’t any 
any more clothes on than it would 
take to dust a fiddle. Perhaps while 
they are getting her page, she will 
make goo-goo eyes at God, like she 
was used to doing while on earth. But 
when they come to her page, she will 
tremble and look for pity. She will 
say, “Well, I was a movie star, I was 
this, that, and the other.” But the 
record shows that she has _ been 
proud and haughty, and scorned God’s 
people. She represents those who 
wouldn’t pull a man out of the ditch 
if they found him in it. Equal meas- 
urement is coming to us all. If, by 
the mercy of God, we have been for- 
given of our sins, we will have the 
advantage of it. God’s mercy will can- 
cel judgment for us. God will Say, 
“Fannie, confess.” Down she goes on 
those little naked knees, and confesses 
that Jesus is the Christ. They will 
pitch Fannie off with the rest of them 


into the lake of fire. 

Now we come to the lustful man. 
God says, “What do you have?” I 
guess when he sees those poor, vir- 
tuous characters whom by his satanic 
power he had deceived and caused 
them to fall from their steadfastness 
and purity, and pulled them down 
on a common level with himself, when 
he sees the eyes of a just God, he will 
jump in the lake of fire to get out of 
the sight of those eyes. I heard that 
one dirty rascal was bragging about 
how many girls and women he had 
deceived, and some young men were 
standing around listening. Honor? A 
low down, demoralized rascal and 
scallywag! A man that is guilty of 
those things is not fit to be out of 
the penitentiary. A rascal, brute, 
demon beast that will seek to under- 
mine the virtue of a pure man or 
woman, that rascal is not fit to be 
turned loose on the streets of Cincin- 
nati. If he ever gets married, he 
doesn’t deserve anybody better than 
himself. He doesn’t deserve that kind 
of companionship. He will go to hell 
with the rest of them. 

Next is the tattler. What’s that, 
preacher? Those church members and 
nonchurch members that tell and re- 
peat and carry tales just for the sake 
of telling them, and for no other pur- 
pose than to hurt the character of the 
ones they are talking about. I would 
just as soon make a bunch of black 
lies as to carry somebody else’s. They 
will come to the page of the tattler. 
“T heard ...I heard that they heard. 
... they told me...my uncle...my7 
Aunt Sally told Sam Jones that some 
of those church members had a love 
affair with some other preacher.” But 
God says, “How about you, what co 
you have?” By that time the angel 
has the record. Nothing will do a bit 
of good but salvation. James 1:26, “If 
any man among you seem to be reli- 
gious, and bridleth not his tongue. 
but deceiveth his own heart, this 
man’s religion is vain.” God will say. 
“Come on, you say something that you 
know about.” He will confess that 
Jesus is the Son of God. Jesus couli 
have saved the tattler like anybody 
else, but it is too late now. 


Next is the good intender, the gos- 
pel rejector. “I won’t go to the altar 
tonight. A little later on. Pray for me 
that I will do it. Not tonight.” Hell is 
full tonight of people who didn’t aim 
to go there. I don’t think there is a 
dozen that intended to go there. It is

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A RECORD ENROLLMENT 

The Church of God Bible Training 
School and College at Sevierville, Ten- 
nessee, opened with great enthusiasm 
with more than four hundred and 
fifty students enrolled. They came 
from most of the states in the Union, 
and two are from the Bahama Is- 
lands. Never before have we had so 
many enrolled at the beginning of 
school. 

The presence of the Lord was felt 
from the beginning of our services. 
Many were blessed at the very first 
service. The first Sunday night the 
altar was filled with the unsaved. 
Many were saved and eleven received 
the Holy Ghost. Many others have 
been blessed since that time. 

Most every one came with great ex- 
pectations, and we believe few of them 
will be disappointed. 

SOME OF OUR PROBLEMS 

We were totally unprepared for such 
a large enrollment, although we real- 
ized a few days before school began 
that the enrollment was to be much 
greater than ever. Preparations were 
begun immediately to take care of the 
overflow; however, owing to war times 
everything seemed to move very slow- 
ly. Most of our orders that were 
shipped even in August have never 
arrived. They are somewhere on the 
railroad. Because of this fact we had 
to turn away many students. Some of 
these we stopped before they arrived. 
Some have gone since because of the 
crowded conditions and lack of proper 
accommodations. 

We purchased a new building in 
which we have a large number of 
girls. These girls, with very few com- 
plaints, have been sleeping on mat- 
tresses on the floors, with no bed- 
steads. Some of our beds are stranded 
on railroads and others were not 
shipped until priorities could be ar- 
ranged. 

Another of our problems was that 
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classes were so large they had to be 
divided, which made a shortage in 
teachers. The music department has 
had an overflowing enrollment. The 
twenty-six studios filled with the new 
pianos we purchased last year will not 
accommodate the music students even 
though everyone of them is occupied 
every hour of the day. The other pi- 
anos in the lobby and auditorium 
have also been put to use. We have 
had to limit the students to one les- 
son a week and reduce the length of 
our practice periods. 

Perhaps our greatest problem, that 
has caused more complaints than any 
other, has been conditions in the cafe- 
teria. We were not prepared to feed 
more than three hundred, which we 
thought would be our maximum en- 
rollment. We did not have sufficient 
tables, kitchen help, and the like to 
take care of all of them readily; 
therefore, some of them had to wait 
in line longer than had been intended. 
It was hard to judge the amount of 
food for such a large crowd. Some of 
the cooks were inexperienced, but we 
had to get those who were available. 
Even though we cooked nine hunfred 
eggs for breakfast and more than 
fifty pounds of bacon, it would run 
out before all were served. It is true 
that it takes only a few moments to 
fry an egg, but when you begin fry- 
ing nine hundred eggs it takes sever- 
al minutes. 

While we have had all of these 
problems, we believe most of the stu- 
dents are very well contented and ir- 
regularities have and are being cor- 
rected as fast as possible. The in- 
crease in enrollment has made a tre- 
mendous increase in the expenses of 
the school. One would think on the 
spur of the moment that the volume 
would reduce expenses per person, but 
the additional expense which it takes 
to provide for a new student amounts 
to far more than what is received

and so many things that one does n 
think about until it must be pur" 


chased. It takes approximately $25 for 
chairs alone for each student. Each 
student must have a chair for his 
room, one for the dining room, a chair 
for each of his classrooms; so every 
student must have at least four or 
five chairs. It costs the school ap- 
proximately $75 to enter a new stu- 
dent. 

When once the school is evuipped 
to take care of the enrollment, the 
financial problems will be practically 
solved. We covet your prayers and 
cooperation. All business matters per- 
taining to the school should be taken 
up directly with the school. Before 
parents take their children out of the 
school, they should consult the presi- 
dent. It will be to their advantage 
should they ever want to re-enter 
school.—_Signed, Zeno C. Tharp.

$7,000.69 raised by L.W.W.B. 


We have 115 churches, five missions, 106 pastors, 100 
evangelists, (very few active, sorry to say). There were 
14,804 sermons preached, 3,723 saved, 1,477 sanctified, 986 
baptized with the Holy Ghost, 512 baptized in water and 
583 added to the Church. 


We organized two new churches, established five mis- 
sions, erected eleven new church buildings and two par- 
sonages, bought three new parsonages, and made special 
improvements on forty-eight buildings. The property 
value is $296,215.00, an increase of $107,275 over 1941 and 
42. We have realized a fair increase in the circulation of 
the Evangel and Lighted Pathway. In fact, there was at 
least a substantial increase in every department of the 
local, state, and general work throughout last Assembly 
year, for which we are all grateful to the Father, Son, and 
Holy Ghost.—J. D. Bright, overseer of Tennessee.

getting fuller every day. God will say, 
“What do you have, sir?” He will prob- 
ably want God to give him another 
chance, so he says, “Now, listen, if you 
will stop everything for twenty-four 
hours and give me a chance to pray, 
I will fix the thing.” Even if God would 
do such a thing, the good intender 
would fool around and eat and drink 
and dance and go to the show until 
there was just one hour left, and then 
he would fool and fiddle around and 
never get saved. He goes off to the 
lake of fire with the rest of them be- 
cause there isn’t any other place to 
put him. If you live and die in sin you 
are no better off than the fellow who 
never intended to get saved. 

Next is the tightwad. “Lord, the 
reason why I didn’t buy a Bible is be- 
cause it was too high. I didn’t pay my 
tithes. It was too much. Lord, I gave 
five dollars to help the church.” I have 
known men to give five dollars and 
talk and hoot about it for ten years, 
and never give any more. All his work- 
ing and saving won’t do him any good. 
It will all melt away. 

Next is the backslidden holiness 
preacher. They get his record out. All 
the good he had done was canceled 
the day he turned back on God. It will 
not be remembered. God turns the 
white light on him. He says, “Lord, I 
had the blessing. I got along till a 
certain thing happened. I know how 
to do. I know the truth and had 
preached it.” God points to a multi- 
tude of souls standing near, and says, 
“Who are they?” “I don’t know, Lord.” 
God will say, “Those are the people 
who would have been saved if you had 
gone on and obeyed my voice.” The 
gift and calling of God are without 
repentance. You will preach or go to 
hell. You can’t get God to changé His 
mind. You men that are called to 
preach had better go and preach or 
deny the calling. “Those are the hancs 
of them who would have been saved if 
it hadn’t been for the backslidden 
holiness preacher.” There is no salva- 
tion outside of obedience. There is no 
salvation in disobedience. The hardest 
church is the one that has the biggest 
bunch of Jonah preachers, who are 
called and won’t respond. You are so 
mean and contrary that you are a 
miserable prospect. Such will turn and 
go away and jump to get out of the 
presence of God. God will say, “Wait 
a minute.” An angel will come drag- 
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ging out something containing the 
blood-stained hands of those that 
were lost. “They died in their sins. 
Their blood I will require at your 
hands.” He will go to hell with the 
blood of the lost on his hands. 

Next is the lazy man. His page is 
opened up, and he gets his just 
deserts. 

Next comes the infidel, and it doesn’t 
take long to make a believer out of 
him. And the deceived man. And then 
at the end of the line is some fellow 
making a big noise. He _ shouts, 
“Whoopee!” three or four times. “I 
got the blessing. Boys, it’s a fact.” 
The hypocrite! God comes to him, but 
when the light is turned on him, he 
will get on his knees and confess in 
reality. 

All that ever lived will be there at 
the great white throne judgment. 
Someone has said that if all the peo- 
ple that had ever lived would come 
back, they would cover every inch of 
the earth as thick as they could stand, 
and then a second and a third layer!

If we 
would have business transaction in the 
upper world, if we would have the 
power to come down from above, we 
must pay the price. The apostle Paul 
and ministers of other ages had to 
pay the price for the power that was 
manifested through them. It was in- 
deed a great cost to the apostle Paul. 
He was an intellectual giant of his 
age. He could have ranked high in 
society, und there were many pos- 
sibilities in the way of worldly 
achievement that awaited Saul of 
Tarsus, but after his miraculous ex- 





perience on the road to Damascus, 
those possibilities seem to fade away 
into insignificance when he said, “I 
count all things but loss that I might 
win Christ.” It was through this spirit 
of consecration and dedication to the 
worthy cause that he loved so well 
that he gave to the church a min- 
istry that has been an inspiration to 
the peoples of many ages. 

If you would know the price of 
power listen to Jesus as He says, “If 
any man will come after me, let him 
deny himself, and take up his cross 
daily, and follow me.”

There are three persons referred to

words, “himself” and “me.” If any 
man does not do as Christ commands, 
“Follow me,” he will continue to do 
as he is doing now—deny Christ and 
follow himself. 

The two persons, self and Jesus, are 
placed in the sharpest contrast. The 
two are strong enemies. If we say yes 
to Jesus, we must say no to self. If we 
say yes to self, we must say no to 
Jesus. 

If any man would come after Jesus, 
if any man would be cleaned from sin, 
if any man would be effectual in his 
ministry, if any man would be a soul 
winner, he must deny himself and 
take up his cross daily and follow 
Jesus. When self is conquered, we are 
completely submitted to God’s will. 

We can then rest upon that precious 
promise where Jesus said, All author- 
ity in heaven and earth has been 
given to me; go therefore and make 
disciples of all nations; baptize them 
in the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost; and teach 
them to observe every command I have.
